DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed September 6, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Nyhart et al fails to disclose different portions of a 
handover. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Nyhart et al discloses a number of 
different portions of a handover as can be seen in column 2, line 36 - column 3, line 17) 
where a number of different steps are described. 

The applicant argues that Nyhart et al fails to disclose different portions of the 
handover sequence triggered by two different measurement reports. The examiner 
relies on the combination of Nyhart et al and Blakeney, II et al to teach this limitation. 

The applicant argues that the combination of Nyhart et al and Blakeney II, et al 
fails to disclose initiating a first and second portions of a handover sequence at a 
destination base station in response to first and second measurement reports, and 
specifically that ending a diversity handover does not have anything to do with a 
handover sequence at the destination base station. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As can be seen in figure 8 of Blakeney, II et al, the second measurement 
report indicating the falling active pilot of base station A is transmitted to both base 
stations A and B, and both base stations A and B respond with a handoff direction 
message and then communication with base station A is stopped. This is reiterated in 
the specification (see column 26, line 40 - column 27, line 47). In summary, ending the 
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diversity handover does include the assistance of the target base station and fulfills the 
claimed limitation.
